The sentence of life imprisonment pronounced 
by Judge Hugo Pam upon Henry Felhofer, a 20 
year old youth who admitted a calmly premeditat- 
ed attack upon a woman in her own home, was the 
maximum penalty under the law. To us, as to 
Judge Pam, it seems none too severe. It might 
well be the minimum. 

The offense deserves the punishment. The senti- 
mental appeals for leniency but served to emphasize 
the atrocity. The prisoner actually requested to 
be put on probation, declaring he was the only 
support of his mother, and insisting he would be a 
good citizen if released. That he could make such 
@ request was ample proof of his utter inability to 
appreciate the foulness of his crime. That others 
could seek to induce the state’s attorney to agree 
to a light sentence, as they did seek to do, fur- 
nishes similar proof of their inability to understand 
the magnitude of the offense. _ 

Judge Pam evidently appreciated these proofs 
with the others. Only by such sentences as he 
imposed can such crimes be put in their proper 
class and such perverted criminals be restrained. 
Sentimentalism in such cases only adds to the de- 
pravity exhibited by the offender. :

WHEN KIDS SWALLOW PINS. 
F a child swallows a button, what is 
to be done about it? e department 

| of health of New York devotes a bul- 
letin to answering this and similar 

questions. 
The first question to decide is whether 


| the object has heen swalldwed. The 


child's testimony on this point is not al- 
ways reliable. Information as to the 


,sise and nature of the foreign body 


should be secured. Next an X-ray ex- 
amination made to locate the object. 
This picture should include the entire ab- 
domen, since objects sometimes pass the 
stomach r®adily, but catch somewhere 
else in the digestive tract. hy 


If the object swallowed is a pin or bone 
it is important thoroughly to examine the 
back part oft the throat, because bones 
and pins lodge there occasionally. To 
do this wrap a towel around a finger and 
use this anes to keep the teeth apart. 
With the index finger of the other hand 
explore the back of the mouth thorough- 
ly. It is important’ not to give purga- 
tives ‘to dislodge pins, bones, and other 
sharp pointed objects. On the other 
hand, give plenty of such dry foods as 
bread, cereals, corn, potatoes, and wheat 
bran. The popular custorg’ of giving 
cornbread made from unbolted corn- 
meal is a good one. ‘ 

If the foreign body has passed into the 
windpipe the rule Is that violent coughing 
and strangling will reveal the fact. The 
following devices are sometimes effec- 
tive: Holding the person by the heels 
with head hanging down, slapping him 
between the shoulders, tickling the back 
of the throat to induce vomiting. How- 
ever, a foreign body may pass into the 
windpipe without causing great irrita- 
tion. } 

I have in mind a man who swallowed 
a chicken bone down his windpipe and 
did not recognize the fact. It lodged in 
his lungs and he was treated a long time 
for consumptidn. Eventually he coughed 
up the bone and his consumption got 
well. 


Lerche reports many cases of bones in 
the windpipe, lungs, and cesophagus, 
some of which did not cause an excessive 
amount of coughing or strangling. Sur- 
geons gow succeed fairly well in locating 
fore bodies in the | windpipe and 
cesophagus, using X-ray and other in- 
struments, and in extracting them, 

The bulletins advise that slight cuts 
be covered with a clean bandage; that 
no antiseptic be used. That slight burns 
be dressed with sterile vaseline.-

INSURANCE PAYABLE TO DESIG- 
NATED BENEFICIARY. 

Chicago, July 6.—[{Friend of the Sol- 
dier.]}—While home on a furlough my 
brother met and married a girl. This 
was in the early part of thé war. He 
ret to camp and was killed in ac- 
tion in February, 1918, The government 
wrote to his wife that he had taken out 
$10,000 gnsurance and tfat it. was paya- 
ble to her. Now he only married her 
two days before leaving for camp and 
he wasn’t dead a year when she was 
married again, Isn't there some way 
this insurance can be transferred to his 
mother, who is absolutely without any 
means of support? I know that this 
woman was not trué to my brother but 
still she claims the insurance. While in 
the service he made an allotment of his 
pay to my mother. fe Ae 

There is no way the insurance benefits can 
be transferred to the mother. The soldier 
bought and paid for this insurance and had 
the right to mame any beneficiary in a per- 
mitted class of beneficiaries. The insurance 
benefits of the war risk insurance are always 
paid to the beneficiary designated by the in- 
sured, provided, of course, that the person 
designated was in the permitted class. 

UNFIT FOR SERVICE. 

Chicago, July 5.—[Friend of the Sol- 
dier.]—I served two months in the navy 
and was discharged in September, 1917, 
for physical disability. I tried every 
branch of the service but was rejected 
and after being called in the draft they, 
too, rejected me, so you see I tried to 
do my bit. I have my rgedical dis- 
charge from the navy and drew pay 
for the time I served. I have been wnder 
the impression right along that a man 
with a medical discharge could not col- 
lect the bonus or join the American Le- 
gion. Have been informed differently 
recently. Can I do either or both?

You may collect the bonus and join the 
American Legion if your service was hon- 
orable, regardless of your discharge for physi- 
cal reasons. ° 

“To collect the bonus apply to the, bureau 
of supplies#/and accounts, navy department, 
bureau of navigation, Washington.

Join the American Legion post in your 
community.

Apple Pudding Pie. 


There ts no way of getting around 
it. Apple pie is a viand over which 

“we, the people,” do make one of the 
most enthtsiastic of yum yums. Un- 
desirable dietetically, as I believe it to 
be, I think there are reasons why 
at present this pie should be toler- 
ated. Apple will hold its own and/ 
be delicious when sweetened with 
other substances than granulated 
sugar. The thing to condemn is the 
poor apple pie at any and gil times. 


To get a good apple pie the cook- 
ing must be slow and prolonged. Old 
fashioned cooks used to tie a strip 
of new cloth around the rim so that 
this should not get overcooked dur- 
ing two hours in,the oven. The 
middle is constantly over steam, so 
the necessity here is that the oven 


‘be not too slow, or it will not brown, 


but slow it must be. Those who 
have learned tc cook with stones in 
a fireless cooker can do the work in 
it, a stone over at any rate. 

Like a pie, and yet without a bottom 
crust, is the old fashioned pan dowdy. 
The following itmftatiom of it may 
be made quite delicious. Cook one- 
half cup of granulated hominy in a 
cup of water in a double boiler for 
an hour. Make a thick batter of 
this by adding one egg or a part of 
an egg gnd enough milk—not enough 
to make thin. Peel and slice apples 
to fill a buttered baking or -yellow 
pudding dish of sloping sides, put these 
In the dish in layers and cover with 
the hominy batter. Bake from two 
t@ three hours in a slow oven.
